SORGHUM -FOR FORAGE, 


With Other Feeds It Makes en Excel- 
lent Ration For All Animals. 
Last fall in passing through middle 
Tennessee 1 was impressed by the 
for 


the Country Gentleman. Right beside 
fields In which corn had been left un- 
cut were patches of sorg:um carefully 
cut and shocked. ‘his was surprising 
even to one who had long known the 
value of this crop for winter feeding, 
for it showed that these farmers con- 
sidered sorghum so much more valua- 
ble for forage than corn stover that 
they could afford to leave the latter In 
the fields and devote land to the former 
to supply their need of roughage. 

The sorghum ip this section is plant 
ed rather thinly in drills about three 
feet apart and cultivated like corn, 
Thus planted the stalks attain consid- 
In many fields the shocks 
were twelve feet high or over, and a

| large percentage of the stalks were an 


inch in diameter. Sorghum is allowed 
to ripen seed and is then, eut rather 
close to the ground and put in small 
open shocks. When the blades are 
thoroughly cured it may be hauled in 
and set up in mow or shed and will 
keep perfectly until New Year's or 
longer. It is not wise to try to keep it 
Jate.in_ihe winter since agftér a time 
the juice gets sour if the sorghum is 
stored in a damp place, or if kept very 


| dry the stalks become woody and less 
| palatable. 


Sorghum Is frequently sown with cow- 
peas and cut and cured for bay. It is 
sometimes planted quite thickly in the 


| drill and cut and shocked as described. 


After some experience with all these 
methods, however, I feel sure that the 
best plan is to give it plenty of room 
All kinds of 
live stock are fond of these,-and they 
are fine feed for cattle and hogs. A 
few stalks a day are splendid for 
horses and mules that are being fat- 
tened, and bogs will chew them with 
the greatest relish. 1 do not believe, 
however, that it pays to grow sorghum 
for fattening hogs to gether in the 
field. They have to work too hard to 
get the statks broken down. . 

Of course sorghum is a yery one 
sided feed and should not be made the 
whole forage ration for any sort of 
young stock. It is very rich In carbo- 
hydrates and low in protein and should 
be fed with care to horses and prop- 


|erly balanced with more nitrogenous 


feeds for all animals, So fed, however, 
it is excellent and should be more gen- 
erally grown. In a dry season | be- 


| Heve sorghum will give more feed to 


the acre than almost any crop that can 
be grown, and it bas the ability to 
make a yield on lands too poor to pro- 
duce a crop of corn. To do its best, 
however, it must have just such a soil 
as corn needs—deep, loose, rich, well 
filled with stable manure or other vege- 
table matter. On such a sojl a yield of 
fifteen or twenty tons to the acre is 


| easily possible, 


Getting Inte Hard Soil. 

In raising a good crop it must be 
conceded that traction farming is far 
abead of farming done with animal 
power. It isa well known fact and all 
agricultural! authorities agree that deep 
plowing and the packing of the subsoll 
produce a better crop than is possible 
with the ordinary method of shallow 
plowing. It fs almost an impossibility 
to plow deep with horses and the com. 
mon horse plow because tie entire out- 
fit is too ight to get down into the 
hard soil. On the other hand, an en- 
gine is heavy and strong enough to be 
forced deep.enough to secure good re 
sults, At the same time it is far cheap 
er to plow with av engine than it is to 
plow with horses,—American Agricul- 
turist,

SEED GERMINATION. 


In Some Cases the Development Is Re- 
markably Rapid, 

It bas been said that the seed of the 
globe turnip when growing increases 
its own weight fifteen times within a 
minute. The seed of this turnip ts 
exceedingly minute, being not larger 
than the twentieth part of an inch in 
diameter, and yet in the course of a 
few months the seed will be developed 
by the soil into twenty-seven millions 
of times the bulk of the original, and 
this in addition to a considerable 
buneb of leates. 

On peat ground turnips have been 
found to increase by growth 15,990 
times the weight of their seed each 
day they stood. 

The funguses offer an Instance of re 
markably rapid growth. 
poff ball will attain the size of a pump 
kin In a single night, and Lindley cal- 
culated that the cells whereof it is 
composed will multiply at tbe rate of 
60,000,000 a minute. 
| Many seeds germinate In a very 
short period—the cress in two days: 
spinach, turnips and kidney beans in 
three days, lettuce in four, melons and 
gourds In five, most of the grain seed 
in a week and hyssop at the end of a 
month. But others remain for a very 
long period without showing signs of 
germination.—_New York Herald.

WINTERING HOGS 
ON THE RANGE 


A good many feeders have at times 
advised wintering shoats and fatten- 
{ng bogs throughout the winter on 
Helds to be plowed the following 
spring. As a means of getting the fer- 
tility just where you want it and 
without Joss this appears to show 
good practice. We tried this method 
with a carload of hogs each of the 
last two winters and are in a position 
to sim up’ the advantages and disad- 
vantages of the practice, writes an 
Ohio hog grower in the National 
Stockman. Our idea of the general 
utility of feeding hogs in this way 
may be inferred from the fact that 
our bogs are being fed this winter in 
4 closed bouse and on a yard in which 
a few cattle are being fed shock corn. 

The whole difficulty of feeding In 
the open field lies in the lack of com- 
fort and cleanliness. Much rainy 
weather makes the ground so soft that 
feeding a lot of hogs from a wagon or

Testing For Butter Fat. 

The percentage of butter fat in milk 
depends almost entirely upon the in- 
dividuality of the cow.

It is possible to in- 
crease the flow of milk by proper feed- 
ing, but not the percentage of butter 
fat.
